Miscellaneous

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed 16 August 2004, with respect to claims 1, 14, 21, and 22 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 3-22 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 3-22 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As set forth in the applicant's request for reconsideration, the examiner concurs that the 
Lawler et al. reference fails to teach disclose or suggest the claimed limitations such that one 
or more custom-IPG screens is actually rendered at the head-end as opposed to the headend 
merely supplying data to the set-top terminal for the local rendering of the program guide by 
the set-top terminal The majority of art of record appears to operate in a similar manner in 
order to facilitate interactivity in the program guide. For example, Internet based IPGs, such 
as Boyer et al. (of record), while being customizable and interactive and server based, do not 
suggest or disclose the IPG actually being rendered at the headend on a selected channel 
Rather, HTML code (data) is received and rendered for display by the local client as opposed 
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to the instant application wherein the EPG is simply tuned to. While the particular existence 
of program guides that are rendered by the headend and tuned to by the client device or set- 
top terminal are known in the art, these program guides are typically associated with a given 
channel, are passive in nature, and are not customizable by the client. Accordingly, the prior 
art fails to disclose or teach the claimed invention taken as a whole.
